Theater Circuit and Union Agree on Lump Sum Settle- 
ment Amounting to Half Year’s Wages—Nearly 
100 Orchestra Men Involved 


TORONTO, Sept. 20.—Approximately 
100 members of the Toronto Musical 
Protective Association who up to the 
present have been employed in 19 the- 
aters owned and controlled by the Fa- 
mous Players Canadian Corporation, are 
to receive a cash settlement, in a lump 
sum, of 50 per cent of the total amount 
of money they would have drawn as 
wages in those theaters until September 
1. 1930, according to an agreement 
reached between Arthur Cohen, on be- 
half of the company, and Bert Hender- 
son and J. Weatherburn, on behalf of 
the union 

This will mean that some time this 
week the Famous Players Corporation 
will hand over to the union for dis- 
tribution to the men concerned a check 
for around $100,000 in full settlement 
of their claims against the company for 
wages. The contract between the union 


and the company in 1928 was for three 
years and called for the company to 
pay certain salaries to certain size or- 
chestras in 19 of their theaters. With 
the advent of the music-talking films 
the company found that they did not 
need the orchestras in their theaters 
and offered a cash settlement of $10,000 
to the union to buy up the last year of 
the contract. The union refused this 
offer and the company agreed to keep 
the men on for another year. 


The orchestras reported for duty as 
called on, but were not allowed to play 
their instruments, and on account of 
this treatment and the fact that the 
company would not include the Bloor 
and Alhambra theaters in the last year 
of the contract, they threatened to call 
the moving picture operators out of the 
last-named theaters and five other in- 
dependent theaters.

Aim of 


Theater Guild 


Organization Laying Plans for Experimental Theater as 
Medium for Finding and Developing Playwrights, 
Actors and Leaders in All Branches 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30—The Theater Guild refuses to comment on the plan 
to start an experimental theater, but it has been definitely established that the 


Guild contemplates launching such a movement here 


The diversified interests 


of the Guild for the season may not permit the start of the mcvement right away, 
but it will positively be established some time during the next theatrical season. 


Officials of the Guild said they are not 
ready to announce anything yet, but left 
a loophole in the statement that indi- 
cates the plan is under consideration. 
Authoritatively it has been learned that 
Harold Clerman, play reader for the 
Guild, has been doing research work on 
the various experimental theaters, both 
here and abroad, with the object of 
culling from these projects the lessons 
their sponsors have learned, and appro- 
priating the best of the various systems 
for the Guild studio theater. 

Theresa Helburn, it is said, originated 
the idea for the Guild plays that possess 
merit but are doubtful material for the 
Theater Guild Acting Company. The 
managers of the Guild are planning to 
interest the 30,000 New York subscribers 
in the movement. 

The discovery of new and worthy 
American playwrights is one of the 
primary objects of the project. The 
Guild will not verify this well-founded 
report. For several years the Guild has 
been criticized from all sides for develop- 
ing European drama in America. It is 
the idea of Guild managers, The Bill- 
board has learned, that they believe 
many worthy American playwrights are 
undiscovered because the commercial 
theater does not present an opportunity 
for the development of the American 
drama. The studio experimental theater 
is being groomed to sound the field of 
American dramatists, in the hope of dis- 
covering playwrights comparable to the 
field of sophisticated European writers. 

Altho the Guild School of Acting will! 
not be revived in connection with this 
movement, a similar idea will be em- 
ploved. Young, talented performers will 
be employed as the members of a per- 
manent acting company from which they 
will be graduated into the Guild Acting 
Company and the Guild Touring Com- 
panies. It is thought that difficulties of 
casting will be eliminated if young per- 
fo:mers are developed under the guidance 
of the Guild stage directors, such as 
Rouben Mamoulian, Philip Moeller and 
Dudley Digees, who handle most of the 
Guild productions. 

From this studio theater it is antici- 
pated by the Guild managers that per- 
forn ers, playwrights, directors and scenic 
arti:ts will be developed, as well as a 
busiress department of the theater. The 
plan is founded on the idea that a prac- 
tical dramatic workst.op will do more for 
the American Theater than anything 
currently under consideration.

No Redress Against Al- 
leged Steals 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Reports float- 
ing back here from the Pacific Coast 
concerning Harry Carroll’s Revue, that is 
taking Hollywood by storm, have 
credited the vaudeville performer's show 
with being a steal from The Little Show, 
the intimate revue now playing to 
capacity business here. 

Tom Weatherly and Brady & Wiman, 
the producers of The Little Show, have 
thoroly investigated the numbers Carroll 
is supposed to have stolen from their 
show and have learned from legal 
sources that they have no redress what- 
ever against the Coast production. 

Libby Holman’s number, Moanin’ Low, 
which is one of the hits of the show 
here, is copied, the producers have 
learned, by Carroll, but it has been 
twisted in such a way that comparison 
cannot be drawn for legal recourse, they 
have discovered. 

Brady & Wiman learned of the alleged 
similarity shortly after Carroll's revue 
opened on the Coast. Immediately 
friends of the young producers were 
commissioned to investigate the charges 
and the reports from these people on the 
Coast were turned over to lawyers here, 
together with the script of The Little 
Show. 

Careful investigation revealud that 
Carroll has appropriated the general idea 
of the New York show, but has distorted 
the material in such manner that he 
cannot be held for plagiarism, the 
lawyers reported. 

The Little Show will likely never reach 
the Coast, the people who produced it 
here say, and the imitation on the Coast 
will nave no effect upon the business or 
caliber of the show here, they feel. 


Britton Producing 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Kenneth P 
Britton, coauthor of Houseparty, has 
entered the ranks of the new producers 
definitely.

With Warner Bros. and Ray tied up in 
the production, together with the fact 
that Bolton, Kalmar & Ruby, Ltd., is a 
foreign corporation, it would appear 
that Jed Harris’ recent departure for 
England is more than a coincident. 


[It was reported several weeks ago that 
Harris held a lucrative contract with 
Warner Bros. and that he had gone to 
England to fulfill it. It has been no 
secret either that Harris has had it in 
mind for the past tw> seasons to try his 
hand at musical comedy, but had been 
dissuaded by advice that failure in that 
field might hurt his reputation’ in the 
theater. 

With Warners’ strengthening its hold 
on the Broadway field the leading pic- 
ture companies are cetting the upper- 
hand in the financing of legit. shows. 
The Shubert-Pathe tieup is already to be 
signed and sealed; Warners have more 
than a passing interest in A. H. Woods’ 
long list of productions; Florenz Zieg- 
feld holds an agreement with M-G-M, as 
does Vincent Youmans, and Gilbert Mil- 
ler is set with Paramount-Famous 
Players. 

Bolton, Kalmar & Ruby will open 
Summertime, previously known as In the 
Good Old Summertime, November 11 in 
New York. Among those already engaged 
are Lester Allen and Nellie Breen and 
Ben Follack and his orchestra. Re- 
hearsals start next Monday. 

At the time he sailed Harris stated 
that he was retiring from the New York 
production field and henceforth would 
meke his headquarters in London, where 
operating costs were cheaper. It was his 
plan, he said, to bring to Broadway only 
those plays that made outstanding suc- 
cesses in the English capital.

A. H. Woods has in Scotland Yard ap 
entertaining play. Capably handled by 
an able cast en old, old story is made 
in*eresting thru good acting and strong 
situations. 

The play is mounted as lavishly as any 


recent drama. It is crime and murder 
and the masquerader in the upper circles 
of London society, the Bank of England 
and Scotland Yard that always wins. 
The story is as old as the theater. Just 
one new twist is given it with an ending 
such as it might have been had the im- 
porsible story actually occurred. The 
play is craftily constructed and ably 
presented. 


Dakon Barrolles, an arch bank thief of 
England, had his face shot away in the 
war and plastic surgery gives him the 
face of another man, Sir John Usher, 
chairman of the board of the Bank of 
England. His alias is Capt. John Leigh in 
the heginninzg and he returns to England 
to be recognized by Sir John's father-in- 
law, Sir Clive Hea*hcote, commissioner of 
Scotiand Yard He is brought to the 
bank as Sir John, plans a great coupe, 
fa'ls in love with Usher's wife and hates 
nimself for the fraud he plans. His for- 
mer criminal colleague who is onto him 
presents a possible plan of robbing the 
bank undetected. Leigh refuses his con- 
sent and the other thief leaves. 


Fox, the thief, is murdered and the 
bonds missing. Sir John, the impostor, 
is accused. Being a clever criminal and 
carefully learning most of Usher’s habits 
ue goes to the one place to which the 
real Sir John might have disappeared. 
The real Sir John, thought dead, has 
returned, murdered Fox to save the bank 
and, because of a shattered mind, steals 
the bonds so that the impostor might be 
left to face the music. Sir Clive at last 
has Dakon Barrolles in his hands, but 
disccvering his daughter’s love for him 
does not reveal his identity. Lady 
Xandra, Sir John’s wife, bids her lover 
farewell, and with a new face and a new 
perspective on life he starts forward. 

It sounds like trite stuff. It is, but 
it is a good play, and entertaining thea- 
ter. 

Paul Cavanagh, making his initia] ap- 
pearance in this country, is an able actor 
and handles a difficult rart well. Phoebe 
Foster does well with her material. Quite 
the best contribution to the play is a 
bit by Robert Vivian. He stops the show 
cold. 

Morrison nas dore a fine job of direc- 
tion and Yellenti’s sets are decorative 
and considerably aid the production.

the most part, a strained, overdone piece 
of writing. 

After all, a play is something more 
than an evening of gags and witticisms, 
which is just about all that See Naples 
and Die car claim to be. The char- 
acters, delightfully played, sit around 
and talk, as if quoting a joke “book, 
about nothing. For the first 15 or 20 
minutes this one looks like a winner, 
but from then on the very coyness of it 
becomes annoying 

There is little or nothing to the story, 
which seems to be -he principa! trouble 
with the play. The lines, however, they 
may sparkle at times, have nothing to 
hang on to. See Naples and Die is with- 
out action or interest except for a bright 
saying that may periodically tickle the 
palate of the more wide-awake theater- 
goers. 

It would appear that Rice in his very 
effort to be amusing and smart has over- 
stepped and thus lost all sense of 
perspective. In endeavoring to give his 
dialog luster he has neglected the back- 
bone of his comedy. For all that, See 
Naples and Die offers enough good 
laughs to make it interesting if one can 
suffer the arid stretches between. The 
people in this play just talk and talk 
and talk and never is there any interest 
aroused by what they are saying. They 
talk simply for the sake of talking. 

Claudette Colbert. returning to the 
comedy field after several successful sea- 
sons in the more serious drama, gives 
a thoroly engaging performance as the 
American girl married to a Russian 
Prince. She handles her lines deftly, 
always wringing from them every come- 
dy value possible. 

Equally good is Roger Pryor, as her 
former sweetheart from the States. 
Pryor is easy and even, qualities which 
are not to be found in the play itself. 
Pedro de Cordoba, as the Prince, makes 
the most of his limited chances. 

The brightest moments in this produc- 
tion cre those cente.,ing around Beatrice 
Herford, as a traveler from Columbus, O. 
She gives a perfect interpretation of the 
shallow, uninteresting woman who is 
constantly butting into others’ affairs, 
being overfriendly and harmless, utter- 
ing bromides and, in general, making 
herself ridiculous. Miss Herford was 
largely responsible for lifting this one 
from the doldrums when it did show 
signs of life. 

Walter Dreher is excellent, as are 
Horace Cooper, Rose Rolanda, Mary 
Knapp Waller and Rinaldo Schenone. 
The casting has been excellent as, all 
things considered, has been the direction. 
After all, it is impossible to give life to 
a thing inherently static. 

Lewis E. Gensler has given this play 
an unusually fine production in which 
Robert Edmond Jones’ single setting is 
among the best features.

He has been signing up 
artistes to long-term contracts, and is 
reported to be equipped with complete 
material for several large production 
acts.

“See widespread changes, exerting a 
national effect on the circult’s houses, 
have been introduced since Schwarzw ald 
began his internal cleanup than at any 
period in the history of the major circuit. 
Altho the personnel is still being sifted 
and further important changes in house 
pit organizations are likely to come at 
any time now, Schwarzwald has already 
achieved his aim of staffing the pit 
outfits with a greater personnel than at 
any time since talkies were introduced 
as a disturbing factor in vaudefilm 
employment circles. There are 100 more 
musicians being employed by RKO this 
season than last. This number becomes 
the more significant of RKO’s kindly 
attitude toward musicians’ employment 
when it is considered that the circuit is 
operating about five houses less than last 


season. 

Schwarzwald is being allowed great 
leeway in his constructive work as head 
af the greater music department as @ 
result of a series of conferences by RKO 
officials, at which it was decided, on the 
basis of a certain scoring system, that pit 
accompaniment makes up 70 per cent 
of a vaude. show's success. Schwarzwald 
not only has sole musical supervision 
over the 71 houses owned and operated 
by the big time, but also exercises partial 
supervision over a scattering and variable 
number of independent houses supplied 
with RKO vaude. shows. 


In regard to the modernization of the 
pit organizations Schwarzwald explained 
to The Billboard that he !{s not going 
about the process hastily. Those of the 
leaders who show on superficial inspec- 
tion that they cannot adapt themselves 
to the newer ideas of Schwarzwald’s 
department will be given ample time to 
improve thely methods. They will be let 
out after the department executives are 
convinced that the backward leaders are 
to old and brittle to adjust themselves 
to the new requirements. 


Schwarzwald stated that the stage- 
band idea is passe from the big-time 
angle anyway. He believes wholeheart- 
edly in the plan of developing featured 
pit orchestras. As soon as the ranks of 
the circuit’s pit leaders are thoroly 
cleaned out of mediocre and antiquated 
material the machine will be put into 
motion to develop local “name” value for 
the circuit’s baton wielders. Every op- 
portunity possible will be turned to use 
in order to build up the box-office values 
of the RKO pit outfits. The leaders will 
be given steady billing and will also be 
favored with intermittent splurges into 
special exploitation. This has all been 
Worked out after a discussion of ways 
and means with divisional operators and 
exploiteers. 

As a means of lending to each pit out- 
ft a certain individualfty that might 
eventually lead to its worthiness of fea- 
ture standing Schwarzwald’s office, 
among other important duties, is making 
Special orchestrations of overtures and 
hovelties for non-creative leaders. The 
number of non-creative leaders, however, 
will be down to a minimum by the first 
of the year, when Schwarzwald’s un- 
Precedented clean-up program will have 
been completed. 


Standard instrumentation of pit units, 
long an ideal of the big time, has at 
least been accomplished.’ There are no 
less than eight men in each pit group, 
and saxophones and second trumpets 
pad been added to the uniform equip- 

A system has been put into effect 
Which makes it possible for Schwarzwald 
to carry out practically his idea of fore- 
ing all acts playing for RKO to have 
‘omplete musical scores. A complete 
check is being made on music taken out 
of houses and into houses. By the 
°Peration of this scheme acts cannot 


Since June 1 Schwarzwald and his aides, working in closely 


alibi when music is lost that they had 
been given incomplete scores on @ 
previous big-time date. A central bureau 
in Schwarzwald’s department devotes 
itself solely to deciding on what ts re- 
quired in individual cases in the line of 
scores and arrangements This serves 
to avoid all disputes on this important 
matter between acts and leaders. 

In several months is it expected that 
another unparalleled step will be taken 
in the expansion of Schwarzwald’s de- 
partment. Divisional managers, covering 
five distinct territorial sections, will be 
appointed. These divisional men will be 
expert leaders, capable of jumping tn for 
one of their subordinates and qualified 
to keep the houses in their territories 
in the best possible musical condition. 

Schwarzwald has 10 musical experts 
and clerks on his home-office staff. 
Among the more important individuals 
under his wing are Joseph Gershenson, 
assistant musical director; Albert Co- 
lombo, head of the arranging bureau, 
and Richard Kent, his assistant.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Even RKO is 
hearkening to the call of shekels sound- 
ed by film specials. The big time is 
breaking the ice by cutting down on 
vaudeville radically this week with the 
booking of Show Boat in the Manhattan 
and Bronx houses. and in Flushing. 
Three acts are being used uniformly in 
all the Bronx and Manhattan houses 
save the Jefferson, and in Flushing. In 
these two houses there are four acts. 

Brooklyn will get its inning of Show 


Boat the first half of October 5, with 
the same act-cutting procedure to be 
followed there. RKO has several other 
big specials booked far in advance and 
similar cuts in vaudeville shows are ex- 
pected when these reach their playing 
dates. 

Loew and Fox have made it a pxzactice 
to cut down on acts locally during the 
showing of heavy-draw films. It has 
been estimated that several thousand 
performers were deprived of work as a 
result of vaudeville budget economy 
practiced by these circuits during the 
showing of The Cockeyed World and 
The Broadway Melody. 

Talkie and sound specials, which cane 
not be cut down to suit, are blamed 
more than any other single factor for 
the uncertainty of vaudeville bookings 
today. The best laid plans of bookers 
and acts are due for a trip to the junk 
heap when the operators move the 
heavy-draw pictures in. 

In certain major circuit houses acts 
are made to cut down considerably on 


. 


their running time when booked day 
and date with heavy-draw films. Fre- 
quently, the resultant vaudeville show 
is a hodgepodge that reflects anything 
but credit on the acts and booking 
office. But the house manager’s chron- 
ic alibi to protesting acts in situations 
of this kind is: “They don't come here 
= see you, they come to see the pic- 
ure.” 


An interesting feature of the local 
situation in regard to the balancing of 
shows with good vaudeville and films 
is the now lauded showmanship demon- 
strated by the Fox outfit in its oper- 
ation of the Audubon and Academy 
(of Music) theaters. The would-be 
wiseacres laughed up their sleeve when 
Fox kept on piling heavy money into 
vaudeville shows for these houses. The 
vaudeville bills at the widely separated 
houses were consistently strong and well 
balanced They carried the biggest 
“names” in the business, and the trade 
was unable to see what good could be 
done by piling heavy dough into houses 
that were already in the red. Gradual- 
lv, however. the Academy edged out its 
RKO and Loew opposition, the Jeffer- 
son and Commodore The Audubon 
crept up on the Coliseum and finally 
achieved for itself the rep of being one 
of the best paying houses in the city. 
Fox pulled the stunt by treating a sick 
box office with steady doses of good 
and consistently expensive shows. And 
big specials made little difference. 


Two More 
Drop From 


Pan. Vaude. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28—Two more of 
the few remaining houses on the Pan- 
tages Circuit bowed out of the vaude- 
ville field this week. They are those in 
Seattle and Vancouver and will hence- 
forth operate under straight picttres.

Toward furthering his implied ambi- 
tion to rank as the most active sponsor 
of adagio trios and quartets in the East 
(as if Fanchon & Marco have fallen 
asleep at the switch) Meyer Golden 
offers this beauty-packed affair to the 
local collection of adagiana. As much 
as we are predisposed to frown on 
flashes for the good of dear old and 
very sick vaudeville, we have to confess 
that this act is a corker. 

It carries six people: an adagio quar- 
tet and a splendiferous sister team. If 
comparisons must be made, this is a 
far stronger act from every angle than 
Kitchen Pirates, another of Golden’s 
ill-disguised adagio quartets which got 
a better break from bookers and filled 
a spot at the Palace last week. 

The sister team warble in a prolog- 
style opening. attired in nighties and 
carrying candles. The next scene is a 
setback and raised insert, whereilt a 
pantomime blackout is enacted by a 
femme rigged out as a Victorian granny, 
another as her maidenish grandchild 
and two boys as a courting dandy and 
a bandit. Spicy panto. indeed, but 
there's less offense when nary a word is 
spoken. Which might explain why they 
got. away with so many things in the 
flickers way back when talkies were a 
laugh 

On again, the sister team do a har- 
mony warble around Some Sweet Day 
and do it well. What more can a har- 
mony sister combo want than good de- 
livery and looks? These girlies have 
both in good measure. Now comes the 
meat of the act, a protracted session 
of adagio business. The number is beau- 
tifully mounted and acrobated by the 
girl and her trio of male handlers. It’s 
not dancing, yet frequently it appeals 


far more. At least the way this quartet 
go at it. They garnered a great hand 
and took an encore with more body 


throwing with lights full up. Golden 
should have known better than that. 
Maybe they told him to order dims by 
now. At any rate we expect to see this 
act working plenty—if the money is 
right. Coming to think of it, some of 
these adagio people are getting far more 
dough than real dancers and real acro- 
bats.

He 
gave the production a great array of 
youth and talent (even tho it does read 
like a billing), and he did a fine piece 
of staging and routining, but he fell 
down badly on the mounting angle 
Costuming is a little more than pass- 
able, but is not strong enough in effect 
to draw attention from the slip-shod 
hangings that might have been inher- 
ited, piece by piece, from another flash 
or flashes. If it’s o. k. with the Loew 
office, it’s more than that with us. Since 
RKO is aiming machine guns at flashes 
and with Fox getting too ritzy to be 
bothered about the average run of them 
at all, it is for Loew that this will play. 
And it really should. But we can’t 
get over the scenery. 

Loretta Dennison, who should have 
been the billed standard beared of this 
revue, is a cute morsel.

HUGH SINCLAIR AT THE PIANO 

Reviewed at the Palace, Style—-Sing- 
ing comedienne. Setting—In one and 
two. Time—Twenty minutes. 

At last Eastern vaudeviile gets a break 
from THE Beatrice Lillie. It should have 
happened sooner, but why cry over 
soured milk? The titled British lady who 
does low comedy with a subtle touch of 


refinement that permits even the 
lorgnette-trimmed matrons to how! 
brings to vaude. extracts from the 


precious repertoire she has developed 
since making her debut here with Char- 
lot's Revue in 1924. With the capri- 
ciyusly comicil Beacrice as grand accom- 
panist is Hugh Sinclair, also a Britishe: 
and an actor in his own right. In- 
cidentally, Sinclair is a corking ivories 
assist. One just has to be that to tickle 
the blacks and whites while the sterling 
comedienne combines irregularly paced 
song with travesty, highly original bur- 
lesqve ard fleeting pieces of business 
that only a Lillie can do and make them 
count for something. 

On her entrance Miss Lillie was given 
an ovation rarely equaled here. We 
might say that our own. Sophie Tucker 
stands alone as the only artiste to have 
achieved such a flood of manual ap- 
preciation at the ace house. 

Miss Lillie’s opener is a Lillie typical. 
In a red and green dress that scales the 
heights of grotesqu2ness and topped by 
a flaming red wig she does the assaults 
on the meek melodic scale and adds 
thereto her comical Hand movements. 
the irritable adjusting of her train and 
the mugging that is always an important 
accompaniment to her work. Miss Lillie 
gets her effects over at lightning speed, 
and frequently she neglects to pause or 
accentuate tidbits of her huge store for 
the slower wits. One must be sharp 
of eye and ear to fully enjoy her para- 
doxically subtle spasms of low comedy 

For her second number Miss Lillie 
mercilessly lampoons what might have 
been a nice, respectable English ballad 
and then comes her “Fairy” song. Mr 
Blondell, RKO’s censor, might not like 
certain parts of it, but shall we spoil a 
good party by going into that? After 
asking for “requests” she does her fan 
song, Girl of My Dreams, losing feathers 
most consistently while going thru her 
comical attitudinizing. She took the 
bows to a deafening hand, emerging as a 
straight and starting the second inning 
with a serious number, probably 
monickered There Are Times. It really 
wasn’t necessary. But the punch comes 
with the ensuing burlesque on a 
somnolent ballad, taking more loudly 
applauded bows thereafter and finally 
stopping the show most convincingly 
with the seriously intoned World Weary. 
That is, serious to a point close to the 
finish, and then blowing off the cap of 
decorum with a well-placed remark and 
gesture. Like Georgie Cohan she left 
‘em happy, but ever so much more. 

We hope Miss Lillie likes vaude. 
That's the only thing that will decide 
whether the two-a-day stands will get 
more of her. But we wouldn't advise 
taking a chance on her in some of the 
neighborhoods. Maybe her money de- 
mands will take good care of that.

About 100 Talkies 
In Color for 1930 


Around 50 Made and Same Number Scheduled for Produe- 
tion Next Year, Technicolor Reports—Has Contracts 
With Big Producers and Plans Large Expansion 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Approximately 100 features will be released in the 
United States entirely in Technicolor during 1930, according to Dr. Herbert T. 


Kalmus, president of Technicolor, Inc. 


Paramount, Warner Bros., M-G-M, First 


National, United Artists, Radio, Universal and others have signed contracts with 
the company to use its special camera equipment and technmical experts on more 


than 50 pictures to be made during the 
year, which supplemented by those al- 
ready completed and awaiting release, 
will bring the release figure to nearly 
double that. 

Technicolor, in on the ground floor on 
color, is out to control this development 
of pictures, making itself a power in its 
field comparable to Eastman Film and 
Western Electric. 

The supply of color cameras is being 
increased now at the rate of one a week 
in order to take care of the demand for 
color footage. At present, 25 cameras are 
working night and day. Technicolor is 
also in a plant expansion campaign to 
increase its production capacity eight 
times by the first of the year. Work on 
a New York plant to handle color 
photography is well under way, with a 
camera crew scheduled to be in opera- 
tion about November 1. 

Negotiations are also under way to 
establish a European. plant for the use of 
foreign producers; for American film in- 
terests making location scenes abroad 
and to furnish prints of American pro- 
ductions for showing abroad. This plant 
will probably be located in London. 

Technicolor heads feel that the intro- 
duction of the wide film will, in a large 
measure, influence the use of color, with 
producers already discussing the double- 
size picture from this angle. 

The main reason for the present use 
of color, it is contended, is the improve- 
ment in the process during the past 
year. With the development of the pres- 
ent single-coated Technicolor film—in 
contradis#nction to the old double- 
coated film—the dangers of buckling and 
scratching which were present in the 
old process are eliminated. It is also 
claimed that the single-coated film has 
a better projector life than the black and 
white prints 

Among new pictures to be released in 
Technicolor are Paramount's Vagabond 
King, Pointed Heels, Glorifying the 
American Girl and others; First Na- 
tional’s Sally, Paris, Song of the Flame; 
No, No, Nanette; Little Johnny Jones, 
Footlights and Fools and Son of the 
Gods; Warner Bros.’ Show of Shows, Gen- 
eral Crack, Golden Dawn and Hold 
Everything; M-G-M's The Rogue’s Song, 
Cotton and Silk and Lord Byron of 
Broadway, and Radio’s Rio Rita and 
others.

Urges Standardization 
Of Equipment, Practice 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28—Correlation of 
practice om camera ,and_ projector 
apertures, screen illumination and a 
standard release print reel is reported 
under consideration by the producers as 
a result of the advocacy by the techni- 
cians’ branch of the Academy of Motion 


Picture Arts and Sciences, now taking 
an active hand in bringing about 
standardization of equipment, wide 
film, ete. 


The Academy adopted a_ resolution, 
based on the report of a joint committee 
which conducted a national survey of 
theater chains and production studios in 
which it was found that an increasing 
number of theaters are restoring the 
three by four full screen proportion by 
matting off the top and bottom of sound 
on film pictures. It was recommended 
that, altho the whole frame is to be 
photographed as at present, all vital por- 
tions of sound on, film pictures should 
be composed within an area of 0.620 by 
0.835 inches, so that in theaters which 
use a sMaller aperture the heads and feet 
of characters will not be matted off. 


d \ 
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It was also urged that theaters mak- 
ing a practice of restoring the full screen 
proportion from sound on film pictures 
do so by the use of an aperture whose 
size would be 0.600 by 0.800 inehes on 
the basis of projection on the level, the 
horizontal center of the aperture coin- 
ciding with that of the S. M. P. E. 
standard aperture. 


Joint committees from the technical 
societies were also authorized to in- 
vestigate and make recommendations on 
release print standardization and screen 
illumination. 


The present variation in the length 
and marking of the leaders on prints 
from different studios and laboratories 
and the difficulty encountered by pro- 
jectionists when no silent frames are al- 
lowed at the beginning and ends of reels 
for changeover will be included in the 
investigation. Frame lines marked in 
the leader for accurate framing of talkies 
and more conveniently legible part 
numbers will also be considered for 
recommendation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Sound, equip- 
ment and all the elements associated 
with the presentation of audible pictures 
will feature the “problems” slated for 
discussion at the convention of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America, opening in Memphis on October 
29 for a three cays’ session. 

M. A. Lightman, new president, has ar- 
ranged with the management of the 
Peabody Hotel for ample space to accome- 
modate the exposition, and experts on 
sound pictures will discuss this impore 
tant subject at a session of the convene 
tion set aside for the purpose. 

Two other problems associated with 
sound and to be taken up have to do 
with the music tax and union labor. 
As sound and talking pictures have their 
own music, it may be possible for thea- 
ters to escape the payment of a musie 
tax unless an orchestra or organist is 
used in the theater. So far as the talkies 
themselves are concerned a music tax 
has already been paid by the producers. 

The M. P. T. O. A. announces that the 
sound attachment projection machine 
will soon be available for theater owners. 
This will be a new projector with the 
sound elements built into the machine. 
Some are now in use and more will be 
available soon, with the manufacturers 
of the machines able to furnish skilled 
men all of the time to operate them. 
This, the M. P. T. O. A. contends, will 
make the exclusiveness .f the union 
situation less intense and*“help to solve 
the program associated with exhibitors 
being permitted to handle their own 
business.” 

Officials of the big chains represented 
in the M. P. T. O. A. after it ceased to 
be a strictly independent theater owner 
organization are expected to attend the 
Memphis meet.

Up Oct. 25—Fear 
Here Not Apparent 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Hearing on the suit involving the injunction against 
Western Electric in Germany is set for October 25, according to J. E. Otterson, 


president of Electrical Research Products. 


Otterson this week announced that a 


survey of the foreign field shows Western Electric is operating 100 per cent in 
every country excepting Germany, and that looking at Europe as a whole “we see 


no occasion for apprehension as to the 
future for the W. E. sound system.” 

Courts in four different countries have 
denied applications for injunctions 
brought by the German interests against 
W. FE. or theaters using its equipment, 
Otterson says. 

“In Budapest, contrary to the printed 
report, which stated that an injunction 
had been granted and a theater closed, 
the court denied the application and we 
have had cable advices that the theater 
which is to show sound pictures over our 
equipment will open on scheduled time. 

“In Switzerland the injunction pro- 
ceedings have failed ahd there has been 
no interference whatever with theaters 
already operating. The report of an in- 
junction closing a Vienna theater was 
also incorrect. We have had cable ad- 
vice that the court in Prague has denied 
the injunction asked for in this case.” 

Otterson also revealed that in England 
the application for even a temporary in- 
junction has been withdrawn and that 
at present W. E. has 240 theaters 
equipped in the British Isles. It has 50 
in other countries of Europe. 

The Germany situation is reported 
from the inside as particularly critical, 
due to the German patent laws. In that 
country if a patent is filed and no com- 
plaint of infringement or the like is 
made within five years, it is accepted by 
the government as 0. k. In view of the 
fact some of the German talkie patents 
are very old and considerable time has 
elapsed since their filing, the patents of 
W. E. are having a hard time getting a

and Loew's. 

Official Washington is reported strictly 
opposed to any further combination of 
film interests in the face of recent 
propaganda attacking the Federal Trade 
Commission, with even William Fox un- 
able to move as he desired despite the 
fact he was said to have had Senatorial 
support before he went so far as to close 
the deal to buy Loew's and M-G-M. 

Fox bought Loew's early last spring, 
but has not merged any departments, 
with certain efforts reported having been 
made to block plans for a _ physical 
merger. It is rumored that an Official 
high in the M-G-M Company has been 
personally instrumental in delaying 
Fox's plans for a merger because of fear 
that he would have to play second fiddle 
to a high official in the Fox outfit, but 
whether the informant on this angle is 
correct or not cannot be checked. 

Already several officials of Fox, in- 
cluding Joe Leo, of Fox Metropolitan 
Playhouses, have taken offices in the 
Loew State Building, headquarters of 
Loew's and M-G-M. Additional room for 
Foxites is being arranged for, it is under- 
stood. 

What the gigantic holding company to

This would mean less chance of lower- 
ing rentals to the exhibitors unless the 
distributors suddenly got kind-hearted, 
whereas the exhibitors themselves have 
hoped that the cost of production could 
be lowered with the business of making 
talkies settling down to a less hectic 
state than production has been during 
the past year. 

Producer reasons mainly for increasing 
budgets on pictures is to enable them 
to turn out class talkies that will make 
the money, with competition keener 
with audible product than in the old 
silent era when anything went. 

Fox’s Sky Hawk and Romance of Rio 
Grande were well into production when 
possibilities to strengthen both were dis- 
covered, but would require more money 
than originally allotted. The officials 
had not o. k.’ed the extra expenditure, 
but when reports on Cock-Eyed World 
began to roll in, the matter was settled.

Too Many Screen Credits 


The Indianapolis Star recently took an 
editorial slap at film producers for con- 
suming a lot of feet of film in naming 
about everybody who had anything to do 
with the production of the picture. The 
editorial said in part: 

“The average mcvie fan must wonder 
how long the producing companies will 
continue the practice of flashing before 
the audience the names of every in- 
dividual who took even a trivial part in 
the preparation of the film. It is 
reminiscent of the early days of the 
graphophone, when the wax cylinders 
informed the operator that the selection 
was recorded by a certain company ‘of 
New York City.” The theater patron 
doesn’t care who turned the crank or 
arranged the sets, prepared the costumes, 
swept the floor ar did other numerous 
odd jobs in the process of transferring 
a scenario to thousands of movie screens. 

“In the legitimate theaters, the names 
of the costumers, wig makers and other 
incidental employees appear at the end 
of the regular printed program. Few 
take the trouble to read them, since 
they mean nothing to the average pa- 
trem. In the movies, however, a suc- 
cession of meaningless names is flashed 
on the screen in ‘arge letters. This 
prominence may flatter some Hollywood 
temperaments, but it bores a Hoosier 
audience. 

“The names of the actors taking part 
in the film should naturally interest the 
fans, and yet they are frequently flashed 
on and off without permitting sufficient 
time to peruse the list. Where the cast 
is large, the task is almost impossible 
in the limited time. If a few seconds 
are sa@ valuable, the producers should 
discard the meaningless array of studio 
helpers and devote more time to the 
more important factor of the cast.”

Especially are these 
Charles W. Davis II productions well 
produced. Only in story matter do they

This particular film suffers, as do all 
the rest, from a dull and threadbare 
story. J. P. McGowan directed in his 
usual swift and melodramatic manner, 
with interesting camera work. Bob 
Custer is again the mysterious stalwart, 
come to town to ferret out the nefarious 
crooks. The leader of the latter, termed 
by his victims “snaky” and other pet 
terms, falls for a desert maid and kid- 
naps her, demanding $46,000 (no less) 
ransom for her safe return. It seems 
the gang are in with the local authori- 
ties, and the father finds it of no avail 
to warn the sheriff. Bob is captured for 
one thine or other and held captive in 
the same house with his sweetheart, 
brought there by the archthief. Custer 
tho soon frees himself from his bonds, 
cracks a few thugs on the jaw, rescues 
the girl and routs the rest of the gang 
who have extracted the #46,000 (no less) 
ransom money from the girl's father

“Twin Beds” 
(F. N.WITAPHONE) 
At Loew’s New York 


This extremely popular bedroom farce 
of a dozen years or so ago has now 
reached the audible screen, considerably 
jazzed vp and upholstered with musical 
interpolations. Alfred Santell has again 
brushed up the story with his keen 
human-interest touches and has turned 
out, if not a clever piece of screen farce, 
at least an interesting one with several 
sequences that are hilariously treated. 

Sound recording and photography are 
good, with the musical synchronization 
smooth and pleasant and happily not 
interfering with the story action as s0 
often occurs with musical scores. There 
is also a catchy theme song plugged 
thruout for all its worth, If You Were 
Mine, pleasingly warbled by Jack Mul- 
hall, cofeatured with Patsy Ruth Miller. 

Director Santell gives us some humor- 
ous sidelights on the so-called middle- 
class city dwellers, what with the bick- 


ering three daughters who share one 
bed, the shrewish mother and the 
happy-go-lucky but shiftless father. 


Patsy Ruth Miller is one of the bevy 
of girls who is determined to rise above 
her circumstances, setting as her goal 
in life the proud sharer of twin beds. 
A jovial songwriter falls for her, and 
after the family’s acceptance of the 
young man, the couple install them- 
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selves in a modernistic apartment which 
contains the girl's ideal, twin beds. Un- 
fortunately, their wedding night is 
abruptly interrupted by the disappear- 
ance of the leading man of a new 
show which the composer is finan- 
cially interested in. He leaves his wife 
to attend the last-minute changes. The 
leading man, stewed to his gills, stum- 
bles into the young birde’s apartment 
and sleeps there all night in her hus- 
band's bed. Next morning finds the 
harassed bride on her toes devising 
fresh stunts to keep her husband from 
discovering the singer. To add to the 
complicated situation, the singer’s jeal- 
ous wife comes down to seek her erring 
spouse. As in the usual farcical comedy, 
after many embarrassments to all par- 
ties concerned, the ending finds both 
couples as blissful as ever. 

Patsy Ruth Miller is quite delightful 
as the young wife. Her voice registers 
well and her acting is neatly polished. 
Jack Mulhall makes a convincing and 
neat songwriter-husband. As the somno- 
lent and occasionally dumb maid, Zazu 
Pitts is a scream. Gertrude Astor fully 
describes the hot-tempered jealous wife 
of the ‘Italian singer.

On the second night 
there, however, Reynolds admitted the 
officials free, but insisted that the women 
folks buy tickets. The city officials, as 
a whole, were a zoodly lot, and took the 
order good-naturedly. However, the 
prosecuting attorney became incensed at 
Reynolds order, and stated that unless 
the officials’ wives were admitted free no 
candy sales could be held aboard the 
shov-boat. Reynolds went right on with 
the sales, nevertheless. In the mean- 
time, the prosecuting attorney swore out 
Wairants for Capt. Reynolds, and the two 
candy salesmen, "ack Gerand and Bert 
Windell, charging them with operating a 
game of chance. He later changed the 
charge to lottery. 

When the trial came up, Reynolds’ at- 
torney pointed out that slot machines 
were being operated without interference 
in the town and surrounding territory; 
also that local groceries were selling 
coffee and offering a premium with each 
pound. As a result of his argument, the 
case egainst Reynolds was dismissed. The 
prosecuting attorney immediately swore 
to three more warrants on same charge. 
Reynolds, however, filed a counter charge 
against the prosecuting attorney, charg- 
ing malice, and the matter ended right 
there. 

It was necessary for the prosecuting 
attorney to go to a near-by town to ob- 
tain his warrants, as the Brownsville 
judge refused to issue any warrants 
against the boat showmen and the 
deputy frheriff stated that even if a 
warrant were issued, he would not 
serve it.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—A bomb exploded 
at the stage door of the Academy Thea- 
ter, stock burlesque house, on Halsted 
near Madison, aft»r the last performance 
Tuesday night, caused a panic among the 
members of the company, and en- 
dangered many lives, but caused little 
damege. No clue to the bombers has 
been secured. Several theories advanced 
s9on after the cccurrence have been dis- 
carded, and for some unexplained reason 
everyone concerned appears to be putting 
the soft pedal on the whole affair 

The explosion occurred at 11:10, just 
a few minutes after the last curtain, and 
there were but a few of the audience 
still in the house. Rehearsals for next 
week’s show had een started when the 
bomb exploded with a force that shcok 
the entire neighborhood. Performers in 
the Haymarket and Star and Garter 
theaters, nearby on Madison street, 
rushed to the street, and for a few 
minutes there was wild confusion. The 
police took members of the Academy 
compeny to the station for questicning, 
but learned nothing. Early newspaper 
stories credited Leo Stevens, manager and 
producer of the theater, with attributing 


th: bombimg to racketeers, and the 
cause of it to sharp rivalry. When gues- 
tioned by a_ Billboard  representa- 


tive, Stevens made light of the whole 
afiair. “No damage was done,” he said. 
“It probably was just an accident. We 
have had no trouble ‘vith anybody.” 

The opinion on the rialto is that the 
word has been passed around that it will 
be best for everybody concerned to forget 
about the mattcr.

Midnight whoopee parties may bring 
pleasure to the participants, but when 
they include principals of stage pres- 
entations, those participants are doing 
themselves an inexcusable injustice if 
their performances are not up to the 
standard the next day. 

They do a rank injustice to the pro- 
ducer who nas his money invested in 
production and presentation. 

They do an equal injustice to their 
fellow performers in the presentation. 

They may alibi their poor performance 
to a sympathetic producer and their fel- 


low performers by pleading a hangover, 
but they can’t alibi it to the theatrical 
journalistic reviewers, agents and other 
producers and competitive professiona!s 
or the patrons out ‘ront, for one and all 
alike are keeping tabs on the performers 
and their performance and any indica- 
tion of a hangov>r is resented, for there 
are too many hangovers to be seen on 
the streets without patrons paying for 


the privilege of seeing them on the stage.

Daniel P. Killarney, a classy-clothed 
juvenile, worked well as juvenile straight 
in scenes, likewise as a singer. 

Juliette Belmont, a pleasingly plump 
brunet prima donna, was perfectly at 
home in scenes, likewise leading num- 
bers, as a voluminous melodious singer, 
and again as a violin-playing and blues- 
singing specialist. 

Loretta Love, a dazzling blond sing- 
ing and dancing soubret, was effective in 
scenes, and in leading numbers with 
pep and personality aplenty, dancing de- 
lightfully, supplementing with her 
slender, symmetrical form in graceful 
splits. 

Edna Robie, a statuesque brunet in- 
genue, aided materially in scenes and 
leading numbers with ai sweetly 
modulated voice and stopped the show 
with a form-displaying parade on the 
spotlighted stage. 

Chorus is uniform in size, of the show- 
girl type, more personally attractive than 
found in the average circuit show, and 
far more talented and able in a series 
of novel numbers. — 


COMMENT 

This production and presentation has 
much to commend and little or nothing 
to criticize. 

The comedy was clean and handled 
cleverly, likewise fast and funny, for 
there wasn't a dull moment in the en- 
tire presentation.

Fritzie White and Mae Brown, with a 
new series of songs, attired in chic cos- 
tumes reaching to the knees, with Billy 
Koud'’s Dancing Dolls costumed ap- 
ropos, stopped the show as usual.

LET’S MAKE UP 


Little Things You Should Know About Professional Makeup 


Makeup is an art which should be 
carefully studied and skillfully applied; 
makeup supplements nature with art. 
Too few people realize that the success 
of makeup depends, to a great ex- 
tent, upon the way it is applied. Care- 
less and inartistic makeup gives a dis- 
torted, unnatural and even grotesque ap- 
pearance to the wearer, often resulting 
even in human caricature. The performer 
who plasters makeup on the face, with 
no regard for Nature's way of handling 
color, creates an unnatural effect 

Special attention to the art of make- 
up must be given by amateur performers 
particularly so for the reason, that in 
most amateur productions and little 
theaters the performer is unusually close 
to the audience. 


Makeup must be applied with con- 
siderable attention to the shape of the 
face Rouge, for example, cannot be 
daubed just anywhere upon,the cheeks 
Instead we must find the _ central 
point, in each type, where Nature pro- 
nounces color. The face must be studied 
carefully before deciding where rouge is 
to be applied. 

In the same manner must we apply 
color to the lips, and even tho we may 
enharce the beauty of lips, we must fol- 
‘ow Nature’s own lines. 


How To Make Up 


The first step in applying straight 
makeup is the foundation or base. For 
the grease-paint foundation, a little 
theatrical cold cream is applied and then 
wiped off so that there is no excess of 
cream. Grease paint is then applied, and 
this is the base for the whole color 
scheme. Grease paint comes in 36 dif- 
ferent shades, from pale flesh to black. 
For straight makeup any of the natural 
flesh tints are used. Character makeup, 
such as Gypsy, Moor, Chinese, and 
numerous other types, requires varying 
Olive and darker shades of grease paint. 
If the makeup is for the characterization 
of an old man, then shades of ruddy old 
man, sallow old man, etc., of grease 
paint must be used. 


Over the grease-paint 
greese rouge is applied, and to this 
special attention must be given. We 
must give emphasis to the primary color 
spot supplied by Nature. 

If the face is broad, plump or round, 
the central rouge spot shold be low in 
the cheeks. That is, place your rouge 
directly there, and then with the fingers 
blend it delicately upward. In the oval 
face, the natural color is most prominent 
in the center of the cheeks, and that is 
the spot where the oval-faced person 
must @mphasize the rouge spot, taking 
care to blend the color into the full 
cheeks and about the eyes and ears. 

To the long, slender-featured face, 


foundation a 


rouge must be applied centrally at the 
cheekbone and the jawbone, softly blend- 
ing paler tints into the rest of the cheeks 
Even the rules given here are not hard 


‘ 
fast—the important thing is to study the 
primary and central color spot supplied 
by Nature, and make that the central 
artificial color spot, not forgetting when 
blending to give a touch of color to the 
point of the chin and the eyelids. 


The delicate art of making up the eyes 
comes next. Soft eye shadow is blended, 
with the tips of the fingers, over the eye- 
lid and under the eyes. Eye shadow may 
be used in black, brown, blue or lavender 
The shadow treatment gives depth and 
enlargement to the eyes and character 
to the whole makeup. Experiment will 
prove which is the right color and cor- 
rect amount for you to use. 

Thin, delicate lines, made with the eye- 
brow pencil or an orange stick dipped in 
mascaro, are drawn around the edge of 
the upper eyelid and around the lower 
rim of the eyes. These lines may ex- 
tend out beyond the .ratural edges of the 
eye to give a larger effect. 

Eyelashes may be beaded, either with 
specially prepared mascaro, which must 
be melted and applied while hot, or a 
water soluble mascaro may be applied 
with a brush Beatled eyelashes add 
greatly to a beautiful makeup, but this 
art must be practiced and done cleverly. 

The eyebrows may be delicately or 
heavily outlined, as desired, with the aid 
of the eyebrow pencil. Straight or arched 
effects can be achieved with practice. 


Special lip rouge is manufactured for 
theatrical makeup. Ordinary lipsticks 
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intended for private use will not dio. A 
moist rouge must be used and biended 
to follow the natural lines of the mou) 
and lips. The best way to gain a natu:

Take you 
hand mirror and examine your makeup 
carefully, making sure that rouge a: 
powder have been artistically blencde: 
down into the jawbones and the noc! 
and that no lines of where rouge aid 
powder start and end are visible. 


Character makeup requires study, ski)! 
and practice. If one desires to make up 
for an Irish character, then a care!u! 
study of the features, lines and expre 
sions of a real Irish face must be studied 
and followed. The same ideas must be 
carried out when making up for any 
given characterization. 


Experts in the manufacture of the- 
atrical makeup constantly conceive and 
perfect new ideas. A very new makeup, 
called Thespaint, is a greaseless make- 
up, which will produce a dry, dull, 
natural finish, and no greasse paint or 
powder is necessary.

England to establish a national theater. 
Prime Minister MacDonald has given an 
attentive ear to the advocates of a treas- 
ury subsidy and has replied that he 
would consider carefully any plan that 
might be submitted for a State-owned 
and State-controiled theater. And this 
he promises, altho Great Britain's 
exchequer since the war has not been 
in a State where it could distribute 
largesses to impoverished cultural in- 
stitutions. 


The national theater exists in several 
countries of Europe, with varying suc- 
cess. Whether the troubles being ex- 
perienced by the subsidized theater are 
those inherent in such institutions or the 
result of present and particular manage- 
ment is a point worthy of considera- 
tion. The Comedie-Francaise has met 
with severe criticism from French news- 
papers, more for its choice of produc- 
tion, apparently, than anything else. 
On the other hand, the State Opera 
House of Berlin has been doing some 
notable »hings, especially in new light- 
ing effects and its highly developed re- 
volving stage. The Soviets in Moscow 
have also been contributing to the prog- 
ress of the theater by experiments in 
costume. 


The development in Berlin and Mos- 
cow points to what is perhaps the 
greatest function of the endowed the- 
ater, experimentation. Free from the ne- 
cessity of showing a profit, the subsi- 
dized stage cen try out new things, hold- 
ing fast to that which it finds good. But 
experiments are costly and out of reach 
largely for the producer dependent upon 
current public favor. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the old-fashioned theater has 


reached the point where it must change 
its appeal or go under, extraneous as- 
sistance of some sort is not to be lightly 
condemned. While it finds out just what 
will be its sphere in the new order of 
things, the stage stands in need of help 

Because of the American temper and 
our ideals of government, however, it 
is hardly likely that anything like a 
national theater will be created here. 
It is much more probable that the Little 
Theater movement will grow out of the 
hands of individuals solely and wil) be- 
come an interest of city or State gov- 
ernments. The Little Theater may be- 
come a “community playhouse” in the 
full meaning of the term. As such its 
actors, at least the leads, will be paid a 
salary, but the profits will go back to 
the people and the public treasury will 
foot the losses. This may not be the 
theater of the future, but there are def- 
inite trends in this direction. 

Birmingham stands with the rest of 
the nation in its theatrical outlook. A 
few days ago Pettersen Marzoni, dra- 
matic editor of The Birminghom News, 
wrote that the city might hav- to de- 
pend this coming winter for its drama 
upon the Little Theater, with its ex- 
cellent, altho amateur performances, 
and upon the talkies and the silent 
screen. It is extremely doubtful, he 
pointed out, if New York producers 
will attempt any road shows this season, 
while a stock cOmpany was still uncer- 
tain. This is sad news to those petr- 
sons, and they are not few, who like the 
personal maznetism that comes across 
the footlights from exnerienced flesh and 
>'ood .ctors and for which no talkie has 
yet been found to substitute. tho there 
is some consolation in the opportunity 
thus given the Little Theater —Birming- 
ham Age-Herald.

GEORGE WILSON, the old past mas- 
ter of minstrelsy, returned to his home 
in Binghamton, N. Y., in time to take 
the spotlight for the celebration of his 
85th birthday anniversary, September 28. 
The aged comedian, whose Waltz Me 
Again monolog holds the front rank in 
the list of minstrel stage classics, spent 
the summer with his stepson, W. F. 
Dixon, at the latter’s country home in 
Laanna, Pike County, Pa. George Wil- 
son, still going thru life with a laugh 
and a song, is in fine health and looks 
10 years younger than the number 
Father Time has hung upon him. He 
will continue to live at the Hotel Ben- 
nett, Binghamton, this winter. Among 
old friends and admirers who flocked tu 
offer felicitations on Wilson's birthday 
was Lieut. Commander John Philip Sou- 
sa. Sousa and his band gave a brace of 
concerts in Binghamton that day and 
the world’s greatest bandmaster enjoyed 
a long session of reminiscing with the 
former minstrel king. It was recalled 
that when Wilson made his last appear- 
ance as a minstrel star with the big 
troupe handled by Gus Hill in 1921 the 
windup of the first part was a finale ar- 
ranged in honor of Sousa. It was pro- 
gramed Arrival of Sousa, and in the 
travesty Rudy Willing impersonated the 
March King. George Wilson’s life story 
and his professional ‘career have been 
written by many of the men in the news- 
paper field who know him intimately, 
but none of the biographies pleases the 
old master more than that which was 
committed to type by Bob Newhall, 
sporting editor of The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Tribune, in the form of an in- 
terview when Wilson played his farewell 
engagement in Cincinnati in 1922. In 
this colorful and interesting newspaper 
story Newhall] thus quotes the minstrel 
star: “I am still on the stage because 
I love it. I know and I feel when I am 
facing the men and women who com- 
pose my audiences that the applause 
they give me is not vouchsafed because 
they say pitifully to themselves, ‘Let's 
give the poor old boy a hand’, but be- 
cause I can still amuse them—can still 
make them laugh. And when I no long- 
er see the grins come spontaneously; 
when I fee] that the sands of my ability 
to give pleasure to an audience have 
been reduced to the last few grains, 
then I will say good-by and leave the 
boards forever.” It was not long after 
that article was written that George 
Wilson was forced by declining health 
to retire, his laurels still resting grace- 
fully upon him. And now, at the age 
of 85, he is yet favored with recurrent 
offers to return to center stage. Some 
have asked him merely to “make an ap- 
pearance, do nothing.” Altho his voice 
is still good, his mentality active, his 
name magnetic and his circle of inti- 
mates enthusiastic in their testimony 
that “the last few sands” remain at an 
imperceptible distance. he declined to 
give up his leisure, little more than a 
year ago, even to stage a comeback on 
the personal invitation of Edward F. 
Albee.

ana our S O S to Max Cohen brought us 
an, interesting response from B. F. 
Kutchner, press representative of the

“After a hiatus cf three years or so, the 
Nut Club, that unique coterie combining 
the theatrical, Bohemian and bon vivant 
elements in the Quaker City, resumed its 
highly original functions last Thursday, 
with a meeting and a banquet after the 
theater.

Jack has a 40-foot sign for 
the front of the Lyceum as a special 
billing of shows, taking plenty of space 
in the dailies aud using a house pro- 
gram that is not only readable in a semi- 
dark house, but giving the proper char- 
acterizations of the players, their scenes 
and numbers. , 


PLEASING THE PATRONS 

House managers in general can do 
much to please many of their patrons if 
they will arrange their matinee pres- 
entations so that the final curtain comes 
dowa not later than 4:45 p.m. 

Our close observation of matinee pa- 
trons carrying brief cases and agent 
cases convinces us that many of them 
are law clerks and salesmen who steal 
an afternoon from work assigned to 
them to visit burlesque shows, and for 
the most part due back at their respec- 
tive cffices by 5 p.m. 

That our reasoning along these lines 
is logical is evidenced by the many 
watches pulled out after 4:30 p.m. and 
the gradual walkouts by *4:45, thereby 
causing the exiting persons to miss the 
final scenes and disturbing those willing 
to remain for the final downfall of the 
curtain. 

Five seasons’ matinee reviewing at the 
Casino Theater, Brooklyn, while com- 
muting out on Long Island, brought 
about a casual acquaintance with other 
commuters who missed the 4:58 p.m. 
train, and who damned the management 
for a late curtain that caused them to 
hang out in a railroad station for an 
hour, awaiting another train homeward 
bound. 

A word to the wise is sufficient. Protect 
your office-cheating patrons, and close 
the matinee show by 4:45 so they can 
make their offices or trains that leave 
by 5 p.m. 


HERK BACKS FRANCHISE HOLDERS

Once more Philip Dunning pulls aside 
the curtain and offers a glimpse of life 
bphind the scenes in speakeasy and 
bootlegging circles. Sweet Land of Lib- 
erty is an overdrawn and cumbersome 
attempt to melodramatically portray the 
corruption that has resulted from the 
18th Amendment. 

There is no denying but that this 
piece has its moments. On the whole, 
however, it is too artificial and mechan- 
ical to .be convincing propaganda. 
Viewed solely as melodrama, Sweet Land 


of Liberty fares no better. Woefully 
uneven in spots. it has several arid 
places where action is at a standstill 


and where the dialog, obviously injected 
for color, fails to motivate the plot. 
Again. Dunning has gone a bit too 
heavy in emphasizing the link binding 
liquor interests and the law. After all, 
too much of anything is sickening 

It would seem, also, that Dunning, 
both in writing and direction, has 
missed great opportunities to make use 
of his locale. The characters are not as 
colorful as one expects they should be 
and the golden opportunities which are 
offered for initecting pungent, telling 
business are passed up 

The playing is, for the most part, very 
good. Especially favorable is the work 
of Anne Forrest in a role that under 
ordinary circumstances would not be 
sympathetic. That she succeeds in mak- 
ing the character appealing is a tribute 
to her ability as an actress 

George Barbier make a likable, be- 
lievable speakeasy proprietor and car- 
ries a good part of the show on his 
shoulders Set amidst situations 
that are obviously mechanical, Barbier 
manages to be easy and convincing 
Ralph Theadore, as his boon companion 
who is murdered on the eve of turning 
over a new leaf, fits the part accu- 
rately 

Some of the most telling moments 
in the play are those handled by Robert 
Lynn, as a reporter. Joseph Woodburn, 
Wilton Lackaye, Jr.: Dorothy Blackburn 
and Herman Lieb also make the most of 
their opportunities 

The entire play takes place in Charlie 
Hunter’s fish dinner emporium The 
first act is set in the bar itself, and 
Charlie, Jack Richards, liquor trucker; 
Flossie Brendell, his sweetie, and Mu- 
serve, a Federal agent, are discussing an 
increased rakeoff which Muserve has 
just announced It has resulted from 
the fact that six new Federal agents 
are being sent to town and must be 
taken care of There is plenty of 
squawking from the booze dispensers, 
but they finally agree to come thru 

Joseph J. Davis, also a speakeasy op- 
erator and gang leader, arrives on the 
scene and announces that he will not 
come thru. There are words between 
himself and Muserve. The latter leaves 
with Davis and two of his cronies fol- 


lowing The rattle of a machine gun 
is heard Muserve has been murdered

Admitting that the comedians have 
nothing to work with, the humor in 
this one being particularly anemic, it 
would appear that the laughs should 
come off better than they do. Richard 
Powell, a good comedian, rushes thru 
lines and scenes with such apparent 
disinterest that it becomes irritating. 
William J. MeCarthy. with far less to do, 
dees it well and handles his character 
legitimately 

Charles Massinger, 
fit the role too well 
enough, but he

His voice is good 
is stiff and stilted in 
his playing and shows a decided ten- 
dency to pose and be overstagey. Paul 
Davin fares no better. In fact, the male 
side of the company ir weak. 

Genevieve Naezele appears not to be 
quite sure of herself.

On the whole, this revival of Swevt- 
hearts is a disappointment and it is to 
be hoped, in deference to the thousands 
of Herbert lovers, that the succeeding 
productions will be on a higher plane.

In celebration of its 10th birthday, 
Georoe White’s Scandals comes to town 
with much ballyhoo about being Bigger 
ond Better Than Ever, which, incidental- 
lv. is the title of the plug song num- 
her in the chow. There is likely to be 
some dispute on the point. Pictorially 
the production rates the slogan, but 
otherwise this year’s concoction is gpen 
to doubt. 


There is no doubt but that this show 
is a smash, and in a great big way. It 
is beautiful and packs a good measure 
of entertainment Tt is not, however, 
the best of the Scandals, altho it rates 
a better percentage than Jast season's 
edition. 


As far as the settings, the costumes 
and the girls go, White has outdone 
himself. Scandals is a gorgeous feast 
for the eves from the minute the first 
first curtain rises until the last ong 
falls. What is more, the production 
moves swiftly. The main difficulty 
seems to be that the burden of putting 
the show over falls on three people: 
George White, Frances Williams and 
Willie Howard. 


Certainly White, who combines his 
dancing with acting as master of cere- 
monies, has bolstered the production by 
stepping into a mator role. The second 
act needs more of him. 

Willie Howard is in and out of fust 
about every scene in the show. In fact, 
this edition of Sarndals is all Howard 
as far as the comedy goes. He manages 
to pack the production with a good 
Share of laughs, but it would be far 
better if the assignments were more 
evenly divided and the comedy showeg 
variation. It would appear that White 
has attempted to counteract the loss of 
his usual array of “names” by staking 
his punch this time on the mountings. 

Frances Williams is the brightest in- 
dividual light tin the show. Singing 
those typical songs as only she can, her 
Personality dominates the proceedings 
Miss Williams also handles the two po- 
tential song hits, Bioger and Better 
Than Ever and Bottom’s Up. 

Musically this edition is not as strong 
as have been its predecessors. The two 
above-mentioned numbers undoubtedly 
Will have a certain vogue, but neither 
ls likely to be outstanding, All the 
tunes are trite.

Nor can this Saandals be said to pack

White has done a great job in staging 
his numbers, and there is not a full- 
Stage bit in the production that fails to 
click Also, he has used imagination 
and intelligence in handling them. Es- 
pecially good are Sitting in the Sun, the 
First Act Finale and the Second Act 
Finale, in which White employs the old 
Hippodrome effect of having the en- 
semble disappear in a tank of water 
and then return again. It finishes the 
show with a great splurge. 

There is no doubt about this being 
the most lavish of the Scandals. It is 
certain to make a long run.

P. Dodd Ackerman. the scenic artist, 
enters the producing ranks with this 
play from the pen of David Davidson, 
Jr. It is probably the oldest of the 
American folk themes, told entertaing- 
ly, mounted arrestingly and acted by 
a cast that compels attention. Mountain 
Fury will be moderately successful 

The mountaineer fuedal theme has a 
slightly different twist in this play in 
that the bitter enemies are still hating 
each other when the final curtain falls, 
altho their respective offspring have 
just left the stace bent on marriage 

A storm at the close of the second 
act provides the background for the 
most entertaining murder the homicide 
wave in tHe theater offers. It is one 
of the finest pieces of theater currently 
on Broadway. The valley lover of the 
mountain girl has been securely tied up 
and the manner of his execution is be- 
ing decided The mountaineer, choice 
of her father for a husband. under the 
jibes of an idiot and the stimulant of 
Houor decides to assault the girl under 
the eves of the lover. A fight ensues 
and the lover breaks loose. The lichts 
are dumped over and the stage dark- 
ened. Behind the set the lightning 
flashes and the figures in the fight are 
perfectly silhouetted, presenting to the 
audience an intense situation that holds 
interest and forces an outburst of ap- 
plause as the curtain falls. It is a fine 
bit of theater. 

That is the whole plot. The educated 
daughter of the mountains falls in love 
with the sheriff's son from the valley. 
It seems the mountain people dislike the 
valley folk and vice-versa. The lovers’ 
fathers have been life-long enemies. 
Both contrive to break up the match, 
but the lovers are determined. The 
valley son kidnaps the parson to stave 
off possible marriage to the mountaineer 
and then climbs the mountain to steal 
his love from the clutches of her fa- 
ther. An idiot that roams in and out 
of the picture saves the situation. He 
kills the infuriated mountain man and 
drags the girl to his cave to save her 
from the fury of the mountain. But 
everything turns out all right with the 
lover recovering his love and _ eloping, 
the idiot confessing the murder, and the 
fathers still hating each other. 

It is an old story. The cast that han- 
dies it makes it good entertainment. 
Only Barry Macollum playing the idiot 
stands out over the rest. His perform- 
ance is perfect. Jack Roseleigh, the 
mountaineer father, is always entertain- 
ing. The remainder of the cast evenly 
divide the honors and each turns in an 
excellent performance. 

The play represents a good piece of 
direction and scenic effects that are un- 
surpassed, CHARLES MORAN.

She lands in 
New York, on the straight path and 
starts out as an office girl and then 
personal secretary to Arthur Burrows. 
Burrows, a@ man about town, has spent 
his health entertaining visiting buyers, 
one of whom is Kansas City Kitty's for- 
mer paramour. It takes much talky 
dialog to arrive at the climax where 
Elmer Kerr demands that Kitty return 
to Kansas City with him. They tangle 
and a gun is discharged. Kerr is hurt. 
Lots of exposition and elocution are 
then required for Kitty to tell all. She 
does and it is pretty bad theater. But 
then the old roue Burrows decides he 
and Kitty will be married and go to Ari- 
zona together to save his health. Kitty 
Says it’s a funny life and the play ends 

In a character part Winona Walthall 
represents all the histrionic ability of 
the cast, except for a bit played by Jack 
Egan, the stage manager. Chalk up 
these two as the troupers of the pro- 
duction and set the remainder of the 
cast down as frightful. McKee has done 
a fair job of staging and the one set 
fills the bill adequately.

fPart of the fever and palpitation of 
lovers of the theater—including, if one 
may, even those who are in it for money 
—should be allayed by the propitious be- 
ginning of the new season. There has 
been great anxiety over the probable ef- 
fect of the talkies on the legitimate 
theater. They are getting much better, 
as their technical roughnesses are being 
smoothed out and they offer a bargain 
to those who find their imitation of real 
plays and musical comedies almost as 
good as the genuine article. Plenty of 
room for argument still exists. for no 
one can foresee the outcome of this un- 
certain situation Every one will grant 
that the talkies are bound to improve 
and the timid see them absorbing all but 
a handful of the great audience that 
wants to be entertained. There are 
others who see them playing a mission- 
ary role for the theater, teaching ears 
to know again and to like the sound of 
dialog from their favorites. At any rate, 
mechanically produced conversations are 
not going to inundate the stage this 
year, for it has got away to a remark- 
ably good start. 

New shows have not been so numerous 
this season as usual, but they are doing 
better than normal business. Their 
paucity may be due to caution on the 
part of the producers. but it is more 
likely that they are so few merely thru 
circumstances of no significance, for the 
next two weeks promise to make up the 
deficit. Pessimists may argue that good 
business for mediocre shows and ca- 
pacity houses for good ones are only 
to be expected when the number of at- 
tractions is so small, but whatever in- 
terpretation is placed on the portents it 
is obvious that the theater of the new 
season is very much alive. Of the first 
seven productions, three are easily hits. 
Two more were added last week in spite 
of the heat and the unusual conditions 
following the Labor Day exodus. Of the 
five successes, two are in direct competi- 
tion with the most popular of the talk- 
ing-singing pictures, which may _ be 
viewed for a third or a fourth of the 
price of stage spectacles. The three 
comedy-dramas have been spoken of by 
all the critics as something less than 
good plays, tho their acting and staging

G the mere suggestion of a field 
where the going seems easy and 
it’s almost certain that they will flock 
toward it like their forbears trekked to 
Alaska in ’98. For years a select num- 
ber of mindreading acts have kept go- 
ing steadily in vaudeville, acquiring big 
reps. with audiences and impressing 
booking offices with their value as box- 
office attractions. With but few excep- 
tions these acts have been a boon to the 
field. They are entertaining, they jack 
up box-office totals, and, when used 
moderately, inject a certain something 
into shows that contribute toward steer- 
ing bills clear of stereotyped patterns. 
But as seasons rolled on and many 
of the genuinely entertaining mindread- 
ing attractions became enlarged, and, 
consequently, earned and 
took on the aspect of attrac 
tions, the hitten 


more moneyv 
“name” 
easy-money boys got 
and overnight they 
came mindreaders. With this we pick 
ircument. Every man, no matter 
who he be, has an inalienable right to 
choose his occupation and make an ef- 
fort to raise himself to the top of the 
heap in his division. 

Mindreading, however, is a very deli- 
cate Like radium, it must 
he handled properly or not at all. The 
rifraff who for the most part com- 
pose the hordes of those who in recent 
months have joined the mindreading 
ranks are neither by training or char- 
acter equipped to shoulder the great re- 
sponsibilities of the calling. 

Statistics casually gathered by us show 
that more new mindreading acts have 
appeared to battle for vaudeville dates 
in the last several months than for at 
least five years previously. The sponsors 
of most of these acts are out to bunco 
the vaudeville fan, and not to amuse 
They are claiming supernatural 
powers, we gather from their elaborate 
literature, and it is their apparent 
to make of vaudeville a breed- 
ing place for the dissemination of 
nseudo-knowledge and a medium thru 
which charlatans might corner their 
gullible prey.

rendezvous for liquor violators. 


The privacy which these establish- 
ments seek to maintain further increases 
the fire peril. For obvious reasons there 
is only one public entrance. This gen- 
erally leads up a narrow staircase. Since 
every effort is made to protect the cus- 
temers against a surprise raid by the dry 
squad, rear or private entrances are not 
infrequently barred during the evening. 

In fact hardly anything is overlooked 
which would contribute to the peril of 
the quests. Since these places are oper- 
ated in violation of law, authorities have 
not been painstaking as to throwing 
about them the securities other amuse- 
ment places enjoy.

Mind- 
reading acts are welcome in vaudeville 
—and frequently more than welcome—so 
long as they play the game according ta 
the rules. This they can do only by 
dressing themselves as amusement items 
and not as mystical wonder workers 
come to relieve the mortal frame of its 
quaking fears and every-day concerns. 
We'll allow that gloomy seance parlors 
are the proper settings for this bunk; 
not a vaudefilm house catering to aver- 
age American families. 

Yes, let us have more mindreading 
acts but not out-and-out fakers dressed 
in the cloaks of mentalists who have 
made of their calling an ultima of show- 
manship, and not of charlatanism. Poor 
old vaudeville has enough troubles with- 
out being harassed with details con- 
cerned with the ostracization of fakers 
whose very existence is a deep insult ta 
human intelligence. 


HEATRICAL CHANGES of major 
importance have been taking place 
in the last several years, not only

For almost a quarter of a century the 
Abvey Theater, of Dublin, has held an 
international position in a fast-moving 
theater world. It is necessary to know 
a great deal about Irish life and Irish 
cities before it is possible to appreciate 
how much this means. It is true that 
Irish people have an innate sense of dra- 
matic values, and that Irish writers are 
outstanding'y men of genius. But, how- 
ever great the importance of these, they 
are but the raw materials for a theater. 
Before the Abbey Theater came into be- 
ing there was little imcentive for play- 
wrights in Ireland to devote themselves 
to dramas of their country. In those 
days drama in Ireland consisted mostly 
of stock companies out from London, 
with second-rate shows and third-rate 
companies. Dublin and Belfast were 
then, as they must seem now to the 
traveler, overgrown small towns. From 
prosperous centers—such as Paris, Lon- 
don, Berlin and New York—extensive 
dramatic activity must, in the natura! 
course of things, come into being. That 
is inevitable economic law in a world 
recently hecome amusement mad. There 
was no such pressure in Ireland. We 
who are used to Little Theater groups in 
the United States taking matters into 
their own hands and following an ideal of 
production thru their own love of good 
drama can scarcely realize the vision und 
the courage necessary for attempting 
this kind of experiment for the first 
time. 

W. B. Yeats, Lady Gregory and Edward 
Martyn had this vision and this courage. 
They set about to build up “a Celtic and 
Irish school of dramatic literature”. “We 
hope to find in Ireland an uncorrupted 
and imaginative audience trained to 
listen by its passion for oratory,” they 
announced, “and believe that our desire 
to bring upon the stage the deeper 
tho.ghts and emotions of Ireland will 
msuce for us a tolerant welcome and 
that freedom to experiment which is 
not found in theaters of England and 
without which no new movement in art 
or literature can succeed.” 

They limited themselves to dramas by 
Irish authors, or on Irish subjects, or 
translations from foreign masterpieces, 
or English plays written before 1800. 
These limitations still hold. It is inter- 
esting to note, however, that in spite of 
their restrictions they are able to pro- 
duce the two leadi1ig dramatists of mod- 
etn England and America — Bernard 
Shaw and Eugene O'Neill—because of 
their Irish blood. 


With the help of Miss Horniman the 
group acquired its own theater, and later 


the Free State, recognizing the value of 
the work done at the Abbey, subsidized 
the theater, so that now the theater

George Shiels, two young dramatists from 
whom, Mr. Robinson tells me, great 
things are expected in Irish literary 
circles. 


The newest movement at the Abbey 
is a school of ballet, run in connection 
with the theater school, which trains 
Aboey actors. This coming year also 
two plays by new Irish playwrights 
whose names are still withheld’ will 
probably be produced. 


Another group which is doing excel- 
lent work of a different type has re- 
cently won its spurs in Dublin. This is 
the Gate Theater Studio, established by 
a nucleus of three professional actors 
who, for a combinatio1 of acting ability, 
artistic sense of staging and production, 
unity of co-operation and an infinite 
capacity for hard work, are a revelation. 
Hil‘on Edwards is the chief producer. It 
is he who directs the acting and super- 
vises all the details of costume and 
scenery and properties; the lighting also 
is his specialty. Michael MacLiammoir, 
already well known as a painter of pic- 
tures dealing with Irish life and as one 
of the most promising of young Irish 
writers, designs settings and programs 
and costumes. In addition, both Mr. 
Edwards and “Mr. Macliammoir play in 
the productions. The third member of 
the nucleus is Coralie Carmichael, who 
plays the feminine leads. 


This group’s production of The Un- 
known Warrior, by Paul Raynal, was 
excellent. It was handled from the be- 
ginning so as to bring out all the lights 
and shades of this beautiful, intensely 


tragic and emotional drama of the soldier 
who looks at lif? so differently from the 
perple who did not go to war, and who 
suffer so much. The Unknown Warrtor 
is a great play. It is written in French 
emotional tempo, as distinct from the 
British tempo that produced so quiet 
but intense a drama as Journey’s Eni; 
both have their equal place. 


Michsel MacLiammoir played the part 
of the French soldier with a sincerity, a 
genuineness, that made the character 
live vividly, and that did more than any 
other factor to create an exceedingly 
effective atmosphere. Miss Carmichae! 
did capable work as the sweetheart who 
found love hard to keep alive with her 
lover far away; she was particularly 
splendid in the second act of constant 
climax. 


The lighting, arranz2d by Mr. Edwards, 
was decidedly along modern experimental 
lines, and most beautifully planned. The 
use of silhouettes was particularly effec- 
tive. 


The Gate Theater's present program 
of three one-act plays shows likewise the 
quility of the work of this group. 

Tristram and Iseult is a poetic drama 
by a new Irish author, An Philibin; Gals- 
worthy’s The Little Man, a satirical com- 
edy, gives the players a chance at the 
kind of characterization that they do 
particularly well, and A Merry Death, by 
Nicholas Evreinov, was acted and pro- 
duced with charming daintiness. 


There is need for this group of players 
in Dublin.

You supposed Hawaiian dancers-—if 
you are going to do the hula do it right, 
and if not, wear different wardrobe as 
I do when I do my cooch, and don't 


say it’s a hula dance. I am one Kanaka 
that will call anyone down for doing 
cooch in a hula skirt. There is only 


one Haba Haslie girl in the whole State 
of Colerado who does the hula of whom 
I am really proud and that is Princess 
Mokihana, and if all the dancers were 
like her native Hawaiians would be bet- 
ter thought of. °

ing and healthy life of drama in Ire- 
land. And with the standards they have 
brought with them, they will contribute 
greatly to that activity in its best phases. 


At Galway, on the West Coast of Ire- 
land, where tourists seldom penetrate, is 
the only Gaelic theater in the world 
There is here also, incidentally, one of 
the most fascinating chapters ever to be 
written on any single theater in any 
country. 


The movement back to the Gaelic 
tongue is the most important move- 
ment in modern Ireland. The language 
is compulsory in all the schools of the 
Trish Free State. French and chemistry 
and mathematics are taught in it, street 
signs are written in it. Western Ireland, 
the Galway district, is one of the few 
districts where it has kept vitally alive 
as the language spoken by the people in 
their homes. It was here that the Free 
State Government decided to give im- 
petus to the speaking of Gaelic by ap- 
propriating money for theatrical produc. 
tion at Galway. The proposition was 
put into the hands of an extremely 
capable man, Prof. Liam O’Briain, of 
the University College of Galway. 


Professor O’Briain enlisted the co- 
operation of Mr. Edwards and Mr. Mac- 
Liammoir, and in consequence a theat- 
rical season began at Galway. The open- 
ing play was a lovely poetical drama. 
Diarmuid and Grania, Mr. MacLiammoir’s 
Own dramatization of the famous old 
Irish legend. The people in its cast were 
peasants who had never seen a play, who 
did not even know what a play was and 
who had to have it explained to them 
before rehearsals could begin. Many of 
those who made up the audiences, too, 
were peasants who had walked miles to 
see this strange thing that they had 
been told called the legendary characters 
they worshiped back to life. A hall 
was equipped as a theater. A stage and 
a foyer were built and a lighting set 
not to be equaled out of Dublin in- 
stalled. No effort was spared to make 
the production artistic in every detail. 
The result was a production mention of 
which still creates a sensation in Gal- 
way. 


Other dramas were produced: Gran- 
ville Barber's Prunella, Chekov'’s The 
Propusal; The Marriage, by Douglas 
Hyde, the founder of the Gaelic move- 
ment in Ireland, and a play by Lady 
Gregory. At present a lapse has come. 
But one may get very close to the 
realities of the native drama of Ireland 
by a visit to the Galway theater!

COWBOYS AND COWGIRLS will soon 
be strutting on West 48th street, New 
York, where official headquarters of the 
World Scries Rodeo are located Allen 
Branin, manager of the big forthcoming 
contest at Madison Square Garden, from 
October 24 to November 2, states Ray 
Pell, who will be arena secretary, and 
Johnnie Mullens, arena director, have 
completed a two-week pilgrimage thru 
the West. picking up likely buckers 
Will James, author-artist cowboy. will 
have his wicked bucker, “Jiggs”, from 
James’ Rocking R Ranch, Pryor. Mont., 
at the show. James is wagering heavy 
odds that this bucker will wreck the 
ambition of a lot of cowboys at the 
Garden contest. Both Bell and Mullens 
landed some notorious buckers while in 
Texas—two of them ¢specially, Fiddle 
Face and Pumpkin, terrors for the 
bronk-busting fraternity. Indian Sign 
and Snake, which created a steady shower 
of unhorsed cowboys in the Garden 
arena last year, will be on the cards this 
year, Secretary Ray Bell. who won the 
‘bronk-riding championship at the old 
Garden in 1922, and who has been in 


the money at Cheyenne, Pendleton and 
other rodeo cities in the West, is a de- 
voted polo enthusiast. He arranged for 
some of the best polo players in the 
metropoiitan district to appear during 
the rodeo. Among poloists will be Win- 
ston Churchill, former Yale star. 


THE CHRISTIAN COWBOY, Bob 
Crosby, who won the Roosevelt trophy 
three times, surrendered his title as world 
champion ali-round cowboy at the Pen- 
dleton (Ore.) Roundup to Dick Truitt, 
of Okmulgee, Okla. Crosby retains the 
cup, but the top hand of the cow poke 
world is young Truitt. The title was 
supposed to be between Crosby and Ed 
Pardeé, of La Junta, Okla. but Truitt 
came spectacularly to the front. Selec- 
tion of winners of the real American 
Indian beauty contest caused the grand 
stand to become paitisan of various 
candidates. Anita Farrow, of the Walla 
Walla tribe, was accorded first prize; 
Maude Craig, an Umatilla maid, was sec- 
ond, and the third prize was another 
Walla Walla girl, Louise Liberty. While 
these girls are beautiful, the judges were 
governed by the Caucasian rather than 
the Indian standard. for the Indian type 
was passed over. Slowly appearing over 
the crest of the barren hills to the north 
of Pendleton came covered wagons ox- 
drawn, and later these were followed by 
mounted Indians in war paint. It was 
a perfect replica of the wagons of the 
immigrants as they came over these 
Same hills 80 years ago, and it was as 
dramatic a scene as the Round-Up Asso- 
ciation could stage. The addition of the 
wagons made a vast improvement over 
the spectacle of the Indians coming over 
the hill a year ago. Bustle, rush, action 
and color have marked the Roundup. 
The vortex was the Hotel Pendleton, 
where the star buckaroos, cowgirls, 
movie people and public officials make 
headquarters. Scattered tn the crowds 
were detectives from many cities, look- 
ing for undesirables. Along the side- 
walks blind troubadours strummed gui- 
tars or fiddled. On the curb squatted 
mendicants with outstretched hands. At 
the entrance of the chow grounds stood 
Salvation Army lassies, with tambou- 
rines, for contributions. Like a circus, 
the Roundup has a distinctive odor. At 
the circus it is the tang of animals in 
the menagerie; at the Roundup it is the 
aroma of fried onions and hamburger. 
There were seemingly miles of hambure- 
er joints stretching endlessly from Main 
street to Happy Canyon and the show 
grounds. Postcards of cowboys being 
thrown or bulldogging were sold by the 
thousand as souvenirs. It matters not 
when the pictures were taken—the same 
spills are a regular occurrence ang, like 
history, repeat themselves. In the 
“westward ho'" parade were covered 
wagons, stagecoaches, pioneers, express 
riders, scouts. Indians, tribes of them, 
each buck and squaw making a brave 
showing of what can be accomplished 
with beads, buckskin, eagle feathers, elk 
teeth. porcupine quills and sea shells. 
On this conglomeration of colors shone 
the morning sun. It was a glorious 
sight. Sometime an enterprising pro- 
ducer will make a technicolor film of 
the Indian pageant at the Roundup and 
his fortune will be assured. Around the 
stalls the riders, owners of the strings 
of horses and the stable boys early in 
the day could be found reviewing the 
won and lost races and planning for the 
final events. Where the cowpokes gath- 
er thev speculate on the buckers and 
steers they are to meet and examine their 
lariats and equipment. The bucking was 
very good. which interpréted means tha* 
the riders had a tough time remaining 
in the saddle, an achievement which 
many failed to accomplish, and there 
were the inevitable narrow escapes. The 
hoof of a horse is a mighty dangerous 
weapon. It was in the bucking, roping 
and bulldogging that the championship 
titles hung in the balance, and the 
“breaks”, good and bad, had everything 
to do with the ultimate scoring of 
points. Danger was rampant in the 
Round-Up arena and escapes from sud- 
den death came half a dozen times, with 
fate lurking in the hoofs of vicious 
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bucking horses, or in racers on the track 
Ronnie McCarroll, giving an exhibition 
of broncho riding, was hurled from her 
mount as it pitched forward, and the 
animal turned a somersault on her. The 
girl was tenderly gathered up and hasti- 
ly removed to a hospital. Another cow- 
girl was thrown and the flying hoofs 
missed her by hair's breadth A girl 
was tossed and crumpled in the Indian 
squaw race and in the Indian pony race 
half of the riders piled up, the horses 
rolling over them. The stretcher bearers 
removed two of the contestants. This is 
the thrill that is expected at the Round- 
up. Where human skill ts pitted against 
animal strength and cunning anything 
is likely to happen. But there were 
other and more peaceful events, more 
impressive if not so sensational The 
Indian pageant was good, attaining the 
climax Saturday afternoon, when it is 
estimated almost 2,000 of the aborigines 
appeared. Many people believe that this 
pageant is the biggest and best part of 
the Round-Up show. It is certainly 
unrivaled Heading this 20th annual 
Roundup were some of Pendleton's most 
prominent men: Henry W. Collins, 
president; George C. Baer vice-president 
and business manager: R. M. Rice, sec- 
retary, and H. W. Dickson, treasurer. 
Working with these leaders are L. G. 
Frazier, director of grounds, who has 
been on the Roundup board since it was 
organized 20 years ago; E P. Tullock, 
director of live stock; F. W. Bond, Indian 
director: John Hales, parade director: H 
P. Whitman, director of non-competitive 
events; G. B. Wvrick, director of com- 
petitive events, and D. S. Tatom, direc- 
tor of accommodations. Each director 
has a big staff of assistants and aids 
who handle the detail work.

Seattle Day, Thursday, was the heavi- 
est attended day, and all remaining days 
of the fair presentec to the visitor a 
comprehensive view of what Washington 
produces along various lines. To describe 
the numerous displays in the 40 build- 
ings, space for which was sold out 99 
days before the opening, would take 
endless space. 


Cache Valley Fair 
Sets New High Mark 


LOGAN, Utah, Sept. 28.—What is said 
to be the largest crowd in the history 
of a Cache County Fair was in at- 
tendance at the 17th annual event. 
When the gates opened September 17 
the people began pouring thru. Mcst 
of these earlier in the day were school 
children, who had been given a day off 
for the fair. 

The largest event of the opening day 
was the 3,000-pound horse-pulling con- 
test.

Each car has two men—the driver, who 
is captain. The other player is called the 
malletman. The game also calls for an 
official, who has full charge of any and 
all plays during the entire game. The 
game is played in two halves. 

There are two teams in North America 
that have achieved much fame—the 
American Team, of Indianapolis, Ind., and 
the Canadian Team, of Toronto, Canada. 
These two teams have played many fairs 
thruout the United States and Canada. 
They have entertained the young and 
the old, the poor and the rich. They 
have played before Governors, Senators 
and Presidents. On several occasions, the 
President and Vice-president of thf? 
United States have been in the audience 
The President of Mexico was entertained 
by auto polo in the bull ring. The Prince 
of Wales, who is a great lover of horse 
polo, was entertained at Long Island, 
N. Y., and he, being a lover of al! sports, 
said that auto polo had more thrills in 
it than any other and all other sports. 
He is a polo fan. 

At the end of a game, these cars are 
badly bruised and broken, and have to 
be overhauled by the mechanics that 
each team carries. Wheels broken, tires 
blown, motors redhot. In the game, each 
team resorts to any means to gain its 
point. Men are thrown to the ground 
as the cars go end-over-end. Cars are 
placed back on their wheels and the 
game goes on. 

It 1s wonderful what both the men and 
cars can do, when wrought into a fever 
heat by the terrible strain of auto polo.

Season Early 


Several carnival companies have al- 
ready closed the 1929 season, the earliest 
ever recorded for any number of shows 
to “go to the barn”. Otis L. Smith was 
the first of the large shows to end the 
season, Closing at Rhinebeck, N. Y., Au- 
gust 31 and storing in thet city. 

The O. J. Bach Shows ended the season 
at Pulaski, N. Y., Saturday, Septembe! 
14, and went into storage. Preparations 
are being made to greatly enlarge this 
company for the 1930 season. September 
21 saw the end of the season for the 
Michigan Greater Shows at the Hart 
(Mich.) Fair. E. C. May and R. T. Wade 
took the Tilt-a-Whirl and several shows 
and joined Miller Bros. at the Nashville 
(Tenn.) Colored Fair, storing the balance 
of the paraphernalia in the Michigan 
town The two Charles Oliver shows 
have taken up quarters in St. Louis. 

The Bernardi Greater Shows will end 
the present run at Petersburg, Va., Octo- 
ber 19 and will store at the fairgrounds. 
Later reports state the show may remain 
out longer. Announcement is made also 
the C. A. Wortham World’s Best will 
conclude the season at the National 
Dairy Show, St. Louis, October 19. 


Following this, Melville-Reiss Shows 
Close at Charlotte, N. C. A great many 
shows usually closing around the last 
week in October are bookéd this season 
to Thanksgiving week anc beyond. 

The season has had so many changes 
it is impossible to give an accurate ac- 
count of the success of any of the shows. 
It is known several have had a wonderful 
fair season and will undoubtedly go to 
winter quarters big winners. Others 
with reasonably good routing have suf- 
fered tremendously from bad weather 
and other breaks which have caused 
losses, while many with routes not so 
highly touted seem to have come thru 
with a good season. Nearly all of the 
shows have enjoyed some of the best 
weeks in history, while on the other 
hand they have experienced some bad 
setbacks at dates usually money makers. 


The season saw no great changes in the 
pneral makeup of the leaders. None of 
Mme smaller shows came out this year 
ry greatly enlarged, while reports indi- 
ate some of the big ones actually cut 
the list of attractions. According to re- 
ports to The Billboard a great number 
of shows will increase by at least five 
Cars for the new season. Last week an- 
mouncement was made the Golden-Bell 
outfit will again come in the carnival 
field as a 20-car organization. Rumor 
has it Max Gruberg will go to wagons 
and has already placed an order for 
steel flats. The Smith Greater an- 
nouncement some time ago has brought 
many inquiries and this show is expected 
to again be a factor in outdoor circles. 

The story is going the rounds of sev- 
eral splitups and sales at the end of the 
year. Another well-known showman is 
expected to take out a motorized show, 
while two or three partnership combina- 
tions are being openly talked in carnival 
circles. The year has seen nearly 200 
carnival companies on the road and it is 
not likely 1930 will find any less, tho 
many at present touring will not open 
again. This condition exists principally 
in the small-show class.

Agent 
Owens has the territory billed for a ra- 
Gius of 30 miles, which was reflected in 
the business opening night. With good 
weather in prospect this stand should 
be a red one. 


The run from Okmulgee was made in 
good time, barring a minor accident to 
one of the flats which delayed us at 
Holdenville for a short time The 
equipment was unloaded on arrival here, 
only the tractors being used for the 
haul. The four-car show of Crawford 
Francis which had played Sulphur Fair 
while we were at Okmulgee came in 
during the night. From now on the 
show will travel as a single unit. The 
opening here was covered by Mr. Geer, 
of The Oil Record, and Gordon Martin, 
of The Shawnee News, who spoke of the 
remarkable growth of the show since 
playing here some three years ago.
